.Education is a most ex­ 
cellent thing. It is a better orna­ 
m ent th an gold. 
It heats pride of

Citizens who are sovereigns shuiild, 
above all things, be intelligent. 
Ig­ 
norance is worse than crime, because 
it is the fruitful mother of many 
crimes. 
And yet we do not like the 
looks of this National Education As- 
«ociati *n. 
Education is wisely left to 
the ae veral Ktates to deal with sep­ 
arate from the central government 
Many of the States are richly endowed 
in lands set apart for this jwrposc, 
but the details up to thie time have 
very projierly been let rest with the 
sovereign States of the Union. This 
is an arrangement which should 
not be disturbed. 
1‘erhaps in this the 
oentrul government might interfere 
letH injuriously and w ith more advan­ 
tage than in many other matters of 
public interest. 
But here is a broad 
principle, one of the most important 
in our Constitutional Fedot at ion. 
It 
is of the very essence of our institu­ 
tions t > govern as little as jiossihle, 
to leave tho individual sovereign as 
free as m iv lie. 
This principle is 
carried up into the federation of the 
8tates. 
E acIi 
sovereign Cominon- 
wealth is meant to be governed from 
within as f ir as this cun tie. 
The 
more widely the powers of govern­ 
m ent are scattered, the nearer to the

application the laws are 
made, the more in accordance with 
the iu «ntion of the framers of the 
general government of our institutions. 
Centralization of powers should in all 
cases be the last resort.

sltould be granted it would prevent 
the extension of the eurt .work to tho 
iron bridge, uiul necessitate the erec­ 
tion of another concrete pier and an 
iron span of at least eighty or a bun 
drud feet in length. 
The cost o' the

ier and the span cannot be less than 
10,000, while cost oi tho earthwork 
would be very small, as the earth 
would have to be moved only six hun­ 
dred feet to place of deposit.. 
Tin? question for the City Council to 
decide is whether the citizens should 
pay this $10,000 for the privilege of 
permitting a railway lii.e to use the 
<aty land, which is of immense value, 
for nothing, or require 'he railway 
company to construct th** pier and 
'tlie iron span? If the question were 
subm itted to fhe tax payers the vote 
would doubt less be u nanim ou-lyin 
favor of requiring the party obtaining 
tlie franchise to construct the pier and 
•pan.

it is well known that an important 
overland 
railway 
corporation will 
cheerfully pay a round sum for a 
franchise aleug this levee, a far larger 
amount than the cost of the extension 
of the iron bridge, besides bringing 
into Los Angeles half a mill on of 
dollars of taxable property. This fact 
should h ad the City Fathers to a 
farther investigation of the matter. 
They certainly will not give a m od 
valuable franchise for nothing, and 
make the tax-payers expeud $10 000 
besides to make the roadway broad, 
safe, and in every way valuable for 
laisiness. Tim matter is one of great 
interest to the city, and should re­ 
lative the most profound consideration 
at the hands of the City Couucil.

Acute Bronchitis ts an iuflanimarioii «if the mucous membrane of the bronchial tubes, 
and Is one of the most common of the pulmonary <ilHeH*es. It is a danger»»»* disease, as It 
prevents the oxygenation of ttie l>t«»..d, and in mauy cases, particularly after it passes into 
the chi-mlc stage, the sulistani e of the luug3 becomes seriously involved, giving rise to 
what is very projierly called Bionctiial Consumption. In the acute form there is a s«-uae 
of tightness or pressure across the cheat» with considerable wheeriug, severe n.ugb and 
ex pi «-torn lion. This is at first s white glary muc«»us. which Hftcr a time becomes pintó» ut. 
The patient in some cases is obliged to sit ti|> in lie»1. tl»c oppression sc row the eh* at is so 
great; the sklu Is clammy aud prostiation rapidly tc.’tB in, end in fatal cases there will be 
muttering delirium, coma and death. 
C H R O N I C B R O N C H I T I S . 
Chronic Bronchitis is also au Inihimmatiou of the mucous membranes of tin; bron­ 
chial tubca. W hen a cold settles ou the lunes the disease cither ends in brunchitl* or 
pneumonia. If it end? lu bronchitis it usually passes off a* a «-old on the chest, m-d still 
:he patteut does uot feet entirely well. He feels tired und Imiguid, aud in inrapahle of

Iu the later stsge of the disease the mucous membrane »>f the larger bronchial tut* 
softens, while in the sn atler tut'» s and air cells of the lungs the mucous membrane be- 
■ iinies congi stod and inffnmed. There aie no cavities nor tubercle» In the lungs.hnt mere­ 
ly a wasting away of the linger bronchial tubes, snddcuth tnkc# place f oni obstrticliwu of 
the bronchial tubes and ulr cells *>f the lungs. The patient dies fiom ox ha ustión und snffo- 
cation, being unable Ut expectorate the mucous which iiccutninulstcs in ttie passage lead­ 
ing to the lungs, which in some cuse- Is sticky and small in quantity, but mure cotnmoiily 
eoploiis, of a light straw or yellowish green. Oftentimes srreuks of blocni make their ap­ 
pearance in the mucous, ami at timea there is a disagreeable amcll. Persona thus s filie ted 
«re very liable to take n cold, at which time the mucous U'comcs clear and frothy, a::J It
